There was a meetii^ of the group 
held on 6 Bmrmhent 11^0, Aiuther aeetifg was scheduled for 
22 January 1061, but the men were arrested prior to that 
date. B^kola 7ABMMWS. (or WAlQilK), a studiutt of the higher 
Party school, who was present at the meeting of 6 Bov<e®her 
10€K) denounced the group to the KGB prior to the January 
1061 meeting.
